It’s concerning how 
many teachers in Alberta 
are following that path, say 
those in the education field. 

Forty per cent of new 
teachers in Alberta will 
leave the field within five 
years, said John G. Bradley, 
associate professor of edu¬ 
cation at McGill University. 


“Imagine if police forces 
lost 40 per cent, or engineers 
or nurses lost 40 per cent. 
People would be scream¬ 
ing,” Bradley said. “We’re 
not because there’s always 
a group of new people com¬ 
ing behind them.” 

An enormous number of 
new teachers are quitting 
because of physical and ver¬ 
bal abuse by students as well 
as false accusations of mis¬ 
conduct through the use of 
social media and cellphone 
cameras, said Bradley. 


“A lot of teachers, I think, 
have been trapped in this 
morose of people making 
accusations about them,” he 
said. 

The number of new 
teachers leaving the field 
within five years is closer 
to 30 percent, said Mark 
Yurick, co-ordinator of pro¬ 
fessional development with 
the Alberta Teachers’ Asso¬ 
ciation (ATA). 

While the number of be¬ 
ginner teachers leaving is 
“a significant concern,” the 


ATA is working on the issue. 
The group sponsors a begin¬ 
ning teachers conference 
and has formalized men¬ 
toring opportunities to keep 
new teachers, Yurick said. 

He added that a five-year 
research study that began in 
2008 and followed 135 new 
teachers in Alberta will con¬ 
clude this year. 

According to Bradley, 
a lack of data collected 
on the “crisis” and no exit 
interviews with staff who 
quit means no one actually 
knows why so many teach¬ 
ers are leaving. 

“I don’t think there’s 
one minister of education 
or senior bureaucrat that 
can explain to me why they 
don’t know why their teach¬ 
ers are leaving — and that’s 
appalling,” he said.

Chico underwent dental 
surgery in late December and 
the toothless pooch appeared 
to be doing fine, said Lindsay 
Zomers, executive director of 
AROS. 

Soon, staff noticed sores 
near the tiny dog’s back legs, 
which Zomers believes were 
caused by heating pads used 
during the dental surgery. 

“Because of the size of the 
woimds and what not, I hon¬ 
estly thought he was going to 
die,” Zomers said. 

After several weeks of care 
and more than $1,600 spent 
on treatment, Chico’s injuries 
are begirming to heal. 

“He might never have hair 
again in those spots. It’s pretty 
brutal,” Zomers said. 

Zomers thinks pet owners 
should be warned about what 
she believes are dangers of 
using electric heating pads, 
which are routinely used to 
keep a dog warm after surgery. 

She’s looking for a lawyer 
and won’t name the dental 
clinic where she believes the 
burns were caused.

Seeking leads in a massive 
search, Los Angeles authorities 
on Sunday put up a $l-milhon 
reward for information lead¬ 
ing to the arrest of Christo¬ 
pher Dorner, the former po¬ 
lice officer suspected in three 
killings. 

“Hopefully, the reward will 
motivate people that may be 
involved with assisting him or 
might be reluctant to talk to 
us to call us and to put an end 
to this,” LAPD Sgt. Rudy Lopez 
said ahead of the announce¬ 
ment. 

Meanwhile, authorities said 
camping gear was found along 
with weapons inside Dorner’s 
bumed-out pickup truck. The 
vehicle found Thursday in the 
ski-resort town of Big Bear 
was so charred that investiga¬ 
tors couldn’t be more specific 
about the nature of its con¬ 
tents, Lopez said. 

Also Sunday, police inves¬ 
tigated a taunting phone call 
that may have been made by 
Dorner to the father of the 
woman they believe he killed 
last week.

About 310,000 homes and 
businesses remained with¬ 
out power Sunday as the U.S. 
Northeast and Canada dug out 
from a blizzard that dumped 
up to a metre 
of snow on the 
most densely 
populated part 
of the region. 

The death 
was at 15. 

Some motor¬ 
ists had to be 
rescued after spending hours 
stuck in wet, heavy snow. 
Utilities in some hard-hit New 
England states predicted that 
the storm could leave some 
customers in the dark at least 
until Monday. 

“We’ve never seen any¬ 
thing like this,” said county 
official Steven Bellone of New 
York’s Long Island, where 
hundreds of drivers had been 
caught on highways by Fri¬ 
day’s fast-moving storm. Lo¬ 
cal police said Sunday that all 


known abandoned cars were 
searched and no one needing 
medical help was found. 

At least 11 deaths in the 
U.S. and four in Canada were 
blamed on the snowstorm, in¬ 
cluding an 11-year-old boy in 
Boston who was overcome by 
carbon monoxide as he sat in 
a running car to keep warm 
while his father shovelled Sat¬ 
urday morning. 

Roads were impassable, 
and cars were entombed by 
snow drifts. Some people 
couldn’t 
open the 

doors of their 
homes. 

Blowing 
with hurri- 
cane-force 
winds, the 
storm hit 

hard along the heavily popu¬ 
lated corridor between New 
York City and Maine. 

New York City’s three 
major airports — LaGuardia, 
Kennedy and Newark, New 
Jersey — were up and running 
by late Saturday morning 
after shutting down the even¬ 
ing before. Boston’s Logan 
Airport resumed operations 
late Saturday night. 

Most of the power outages 
were in Massachusetts.

The death toll from a stampede 
in a train station rose to 36 on 
Monday in a northern India 
city where millions of devotees 
had gathered for a Hindu fes¬ 
tival that is one of the world’s 
largest religious gatherings. 

At least 36 other pilgrims 
were injured in the crush in 
the city of Allahabad, said 
medical superintendent Dr. P. 
Padmakar of the main state- 
run hospital. Padmakar said 23 
of the dead were women. 


Mythical roots

ogy, the Kumbh Mela cele¬ 
brates the victory of gods 
over demons in a furious 
battle over nectar that would 
give them immortality. 


Tens of thousands of people 
were in the city’s main rail sta¬ 
tion waiting to board a train 
when railway officials an¬ 
nounced a last-minute change 
in the platform, forcing people 
to rush there, eyewitnesses 
said. 

Police stopped the throng 
from crowding onto a foot¬ 
bridge and had to use batons to 
stop the crowds from surging 
forward. 

Indian television stations 
showed large crowds pushing 
and jostling at the train station 
as pohcemen struggled to re¬ 
store order. 

“There was complete chaos. 
There was no doctor or ambu¬ 
lance for at least two hours 
after the accident,” an eyewit¬ 
ness told NDTV news channel. 

An estimated 30 milhon 
Hindus were expected to take 
a dip at the Sangam, the con¬ 
fluence of the Ganges, the 
Yamuna and the Saraswati riv¬ 
ers on Simday, one of the holi¬ 
est bathing days of the Kumbh 
Mela, or Pitcher Festival. The 
festival lasts 55 days and is one 
of the world’s largest religious 
gatherings.

The persistent drought is tak¬ 
ing a toll on producers of etha¬ 
nol, with com becoming so 
scarce that nearly two dozen 
ethanol plants have halted pro¬ 
duction. 

The Renewable Fuels As¬ 
sociation, an ethanol industry 
trade group in the U.S., provid¬ 
ed data to The Associated Press 
showing that 20 of America’s 


211 ethanol plants have ceased 
production over the past year, 
including five in January. Most 
remain open, with workers 
spending time performing 
maintenance-type tasks. But 
ethanol production won’t like¬ 
ly resume until after 2013 com 
is harvested in late August or 
September.

Solar boom

Homeowners on the hunt 
for sparkling solar panels are 
lured by ads filled with im¬ 
ages of pristine landscapes 
and bright sunshine, and 
words about the technology’s 
benefits for the environment 
— and the wallet. 

What customers may not 
know is that there’s a dirtier 
side. 

While solar is a far less 
polluting energy source than 
coal or natural gas, many 
panel makers are neverthe¬ 
less grappling with a hazard¬ 
ous-waste problem. Fuelled 
partly by billions in govern¬ 
ment incentives, the industry 
is creating millions of solar 
panels each year and, in the 
process, millions of pounds 
of polluted sludge and con¬ 
taminated water. 

To dispose of the ma¬ 
terial, the companies must 
transport it by truck or rail 
far from their own plants to 
waste facilities hundreds and, 
in some cases, thousands of 
miles away. 

The fossil fuels used to 
transport that waste, ex¬ 


perts say, is not typically 
considered in calculating 
solar’s carbon footprint, giv¬ 
ing scientists and consumers 
who use the measurement to 
gauge a product’s impact on 
global warming the impres¬ 
sion that solar is cleaner than 
it is. 

After installing a solar 
panel, “it would take one 
to three months of generat¬ 
ing electricity to pay off the 
energy invested in driving 
those hazardous-waste emis¬ 
sions out of state,” said Dus¬ 
tin Mulvaney, an environ¬ 
mental studies professor at 
San Jose State University who 
conducts carbon footprint 
analyses of solar, biofuel and 
natural gas production. 

The waste from manufac¬ 
turing has raised concerns 
within the industry, which 
fears that the problem, if 
left unchecked, could under¬ 
mine solar’s green image at 
a time when companies are 
facing stiff competition from 
each other and from low-cost 
panel manufacturers from 
China and elsewhere. 

“We want to take the les¬ 
sons learned from electronics 
and semiconductor indus¬ 
tries (about pollution) and get 
ahead of some of these prob¬ 
lems,” said John Smirnow, 
vice-president for trade and 
competitiveness at the nearly 
500-member Solar Energy In¬ 
dustries Association.

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Boring banknotes: How BoC I Cellphone contracts. CRTC 

nixed images of gays, blacks wifeless code of concoct 



The $100 bill was the first in the Bank of Canada’s new series of polymer 
banknotes. A market research firm hired by the bank found strong support

The Bank of Canada considered 
celebratmg gay marriages, 
black hockey players and 
turban-wearing RCMP officers 
on its new plastic banknotes 
— but eventually nixed them 
all in favour of the more trad¬ 
itional images of a train, a ship 
and a monument. 

Internal documents show 
that focus groups and a Bank of 
Canada team reviewed a series 
of currency images intended in 
part to reflect ffie diversity of 
Canada’s population, particu¬ 
larly the coimtry’s varied ethnic 
character. 

Images that were considered 
included a Chinese dragon pa¬ 
rade, the swearing in of a new 
citizen, Toronto’s annual Carib¬ 
bean festival, children of differ¬ 
ent ethnic backgrounds playing 
hockey or building a snowman, 
and a person in a wheelchair 
playing basketball. 


The image catalogue was 
drawn up in 2008 by The Stra¬ 
tegic Counsel, a market re¬ 
search firm hired for $476,000 
to help the bank decide how to 
illustrate its new series of poly¬ 
mer $5, $10, $20, $50 and $100 
bills. The first note, the $100, 
began circulating in November 
2011. 

In focus-group discussions 
and workshops with Canadians 
in six cities, the consultant 
foimd strong support for themes 
of “diversity, inclusiveness, ac¬ 


ceptance of others/multicultur- 
alism.” Eventually, 41 image 
ideas covering several themes 
were tested and given scores. 

Many images proposed at 
the start of the process did not 
make the cut. Rejected were 
illustrations of a gay marriage, 
an RCMP officer wearing a tur¬ 
ban, and “hockey with a twist... 
with a black player.” 

The reasons for early rejec¬ 
tion are not clear in the heavily 
censored documents, obtained 
by The Canadian Press under

the Access to Information Act. 

The Strategic Coimsel re¬ 
ports and image hsts from 2008 
contain other sometimes sur¬ 
prising elements that did not 
make the grade: 

• Images of hockey were re¬ 
jected by some as they would 
“glorify a violent sport.” 

• A suggestion to depict ice 
wine was rejected by some be¬ 
cause “alcohol should not be 
shown on bank notes.” 

• Images that included snow 
“may become more contro¬ 
versial should global warming 
progress,” and are best avoided, 
said some. 

• Pictures of wind turbines and 
solar panels were rejected be¬ 
cause “clean energy is a contro¬ 
versial concept.”

The name of 
a person murdered on New Year’s Eve was a name to which 1 
could put a face. It was a name that I had spoken. The name 
was Steven Mills, a name I will never forget. 

I don’t expect the name Steven Mills to ring a bell with 
you. Steven wasn’t famous. He wasn’t accomplished. He was 
just a young boy struggling to become a man. He was no an¬ 
gel. He had his own demons 
to contend with. But there 
was no reason not to believe 
that like many boys before 
him, he would find a way 
to step up to the plate and 
become the man his infant 
daughter needed him to be. 

On the one hand, we 
could characterize Steven as 
a nobody, except that nobody 
is a nobody. Steven, like all 
those who have died igno¬ 
minious and senseless deaths, was a somebody to many other 
somebodies. He was a father. He was a lover. He was a son. 

He was a brother. He was a best friend. And he was stabbed 
to death for no apparent reason on 106th Street just north of 
51st Avenue. 

Every time I drive up 106th toward the Whitemud, I drive 
past where Steven lay in the snow bleeding to death and 
I wonder why. Why would someone want to kill another 
person they loiew nothing about? How much anger has to be 
inside of you to plunge a knife into a person who is no more 
than a verbal threat? 

I also wonder if the person who killed Steven will ever 
be caught and punished. I wish there was something more I 
could do than put words on paper to make that happen. But 
all I can do is ask you to Google his name and look at the pic¬ 
tures of the persons of interest in his death. Maybe one of you 
can help all the somebodies in Steven’s short life find peace.

The 55 th Grammy Awards were 
going in seemingly every direc¬ 
tion at once Sunday, with Fim., 
blues-rock duo the Black Keys, 
Austrahan breakout Gotye and 
sensitive R&B crooner Frank 
Ocean all racking up major tro¬ 
phies. 

Fim. took song of the year

But, of course, she eventually 
discovers what they’re doing 
and becomes convinced she’s 
an even bigger loser. 


Is this the risk we as par¬ 
ents take if we continue to 
prop our kids up with false 
praise, and an “everyone’s a 
winner at everything” atti¬ 
tude? 

They quickly learn the 
truth about their talents 


when they leave the house 
for a post-secondary educa¬ 
tion or into the real working 
world, where discipline and 
criticism can be harsh. 

Preparing our children for 
disappointment and failure is 
one of the lessons we might 
want to have them learn at 
home, rather than from a dis¬ 
gruntled professor or angry 
manager. 

American Idol is a great 
example of what can happen 
if you aren’t honest with your 
children and you send them 
out onto the stage to fail. 

My kids are terrible sing¬ 
ers. I am a terrible singer. 
Their father is a terrible sing¬ 
er. It’s just who we are, and 
we all know it. They won’t be 
those show contestants who 
are painfully awful, but are 
convinced they’re the next 
Kelly Clarkson because their 
mom says so. 

By all means, we should 
be encouraging our chil¬ 
dren when they find what 
they’re good at — we should 
be their biggest cheerlead¬ 
ers — but let’s make sure 
we’re not cheering them 
on to great public failure. 
After all, not everyone can 
be a perfect drum majorette 
like their big sister Marcia.

It’s not just about list¬ 
ing all the jobs you’ve ever 
held, says Maureen McCann, 
mypromotion.ca, an award¬ 
winning resume writer. It’s 
about strategically high¬ 
lighting your expertise and 
achievements — for the po¬ 
tential employer. 

Here are some guidelines. 

Research

they’re looking for and how 
to focus your information,” 
says McCann. Talk to people 
in the industry, carefully 
read the job posting and tar¬ 
get your message by identi¬ 
fying what value you have 
to bring to the employer’s 
table. 

Determine a resume style 

If you’re writing your own 
resume, check online for 
resume templates that you 
can start with — and then 
revise one to make it your 
own. The website youth, 
gc.ca explains that there are 
three basic styles: 

• A functional resume fo¬ 
cuses on skills, highlighting 
transferable skills gained 
from previous jobs, activ¬ 
ities, experiences or volun¬ 
teer work. This is recom¬ 
mended if you do not have 
a long work history. 


• A chronological resume 
focuses on work history, 
showing work experience 
and focusing on positions 
you’ve had and responsibil¬ 
ities and accomplishments. 
It’s usually organized with 
the most recent informa¬ 
tion first. 

• A combination style com¬ 
bines elements of both but 
also includes dates, titles 
and other information from 
different positions. This is a 
good style when you want 
to prioritize your skills but 
also demonstrate how your 
career has evolved. 

Use an easy-to-read style 

Breaking out information 
into small separate sections 
with specific headings is 
always easier to scan and 
read. You could start with a 
value proposition, says Mc¬ 
Cann. 

“I might describe some¬ 


one as ‘strategic, outgoing or 
award winning’... and then 
go into describing things that 
I know the employer is look¬ 
ing for.” 


If you know the company 
wants someone with five key 
skills, says McCann, be sure 
to list those five skills up¬ 
front. 


Demonstrate your 
qualities 

Include the functions you 
did in your past jobs, but 
also describe how what you 
did helped to change or im¬ 
prove the organization, says 
McCann. For example, your 
strategy helped improve sales 
by 30 per cent. Use action 
words to describe how you 
contributed to the company’s 
success. 

Presentation is everything 

If a hard copy is required, 
be sure the resume is clean 
and printed on white regular 
letter-sized paper (8.5 by fl¬ 
inch). If an electronic version 
is called for, be sure to in¬ 
clude links to your Linkedin 
or other professional online 
profiles. And make sure 
spelling and grammar are 
perfect. 

Make every word count 

Try to keep your entire resu¬ 
me to one to two pages. Edit 
information that isn’t neces¬ 
sary. For example, if listing 
personal interests does not 
somehow align with what’s 
valuable to a potential em¬ 
ployer, then leave them out.

Cultivate a culture of trust 

When you provide a safety 
net for your workers, they 
are more apt to try new 
ideas and produce better 
results. Show them that you 
believe in their work. 

Sign: Long lunches and 
increased absences 

If you notice an employee 
who can barely show up for 
work, you are likely seeing 
someone who is not inter¬ 
ested. “This may be a sign 
that someone is using the 
time for job interviews,” 
warns Christine Endres, 
Branch Manager for Robert 
Half International in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

Solution: Re-evaluate this 
person’s work 

Could this be a matter of 
someone who is simply 
overworked and under- 
appreciated?
